The one and only drawback has been the 
lack of one little point of harmony between 
the bed and the other furniture in the room ; 
there has been no connecting link to bring 
about a unity of effect and the bed has had 
to stand alone. The Royal Furniture Co. 
have found this connecting link — a very 
simple one. The side and end rails are 
of solid wood, mahogany, bird's-eye maple, 
curly birch, and quarter-sawed white oak, 
highly polished, thus forming a unison with 
the wood of your set, whatever this may 
be. Not only do they harmonize well with 
the remainder of the suite, but they do 
away with the valance, and ordinary springs 
and mattress can be used on them. These 
beds combine durability with beauty, and 
are stronger, yet lighter, than the average 
brass beds.
